The tragic method by which General 
Count Maresuke Nogi, supreme mili- 
tary councellor of Japan, and his wife, 
the world their love and 
lovalty to Emperor Mutsuhito, was 
characterized as an unpatriotic deed, 
Rev. Richard.Orme Flinn, D.: D., 
pastor of the North Avenue Presbyte- 
rian. church, in a_=e stirring and 
quent sermon, last night. His subject 
was ‘Suicide,’ and was inspired by the 
death of Nogi, in Tokio, last Friday. 

The deed, he Said, was not that of 
an insane man, but was the 
out of a paganistic principle and the 
weakness of pagan philosophy. He de- 
clared that Genera] Nogi’s deed was 
unpatriotic because Japan needed him 
at the moment more than she ever 
did in all her history. 

“Nogi was not: crazy,” Dr. Finn 
declared. ‘He was perfectly calm and 
cool, and no deed of his life was more 
deliberate, [It may have been the weak- 
ness’ of pagan philosophy. I be- 
lieve that he was actuated by sin- 
cere motives, and I esteem him because 
of his paganistic loyalty. But his 
deed Was unpatriotic. He killed him- 
self when Japan needed him most.”

World Was Astounded. 

“The world was astounded hy. the 
news, and the papers said that the 
deed was patriotic and loyal,’”’ he con- 
tinued. ‘‘But why did he do it? To the 
western mind the story is a strange 
one, but to the Japanese it is the 
most natural of things. For 600 years 
B. C., the spirit of Oshio has been 
dominant in Japan, and to the mind 
of the Japanese the deed of General 
Nogi was the supremest and noblest 
deed of his Hfe. 

“The deed should make wus think. 
The history of suicide, the known his- 
tory, brings us back ages. To the 
old Romans suicide was an easy man- 
ner Of access to death. In 1900 the rate 
of suicide trebled. In 1906, 10,000 
died by their own hands, and those that 
died were only a part of those who 
tried, for society is ever ready to 
snatch a Hife away. In the eight 
years 60,000 by their own

Certain Stockholders Object to 
North Carolina Paper Sup- 
porting Roosevelt. 


qreensboro, N. C.; September 15.— 
Whether not a newspaper incor- 
porated under the state laws “for the 
purpose of promoting republican doc- 
trine and espousing the candidates of 
that party,” has a right to lend its 
editorial support and influence to the 
Roosevelt and Johnson ticket is to be 
determined in the state courts. The 
first step in the litigation will be made 
here tomorrow when petitioning stock- 
holders will ask Judge H. W. Whedbee 
to issue a writ restraining the editor 
of The State Dispatch, of Burlington, 
N. C., from publishing editorials or 
articles which may have the effect of 
“boosting” the national progressive 
cause. | 

The State Dispatch was founded sev- 
eral years ago by a stock company, 
all of whom were prominent in. re- 
publican politics. Its purpose was to 
further the cause of republicanism. 
Recently the stockholders met and 
voted to give the editorial support of 
the paper to Roosevelt and Johnson. 
Minority stockholders, who favor Taft, 
fought against such a move and.when 
defeated determined to resort to the 
courts, alleging that the agreement 
of the incorporation had been broken 
and that under such agreement the 
paper should support Taft.

Just before arrest, Haywood, tn 
addressing a meeting of 15,000 
persons on Boston common, had sound- 
ed a call for a general strike of New 
England workers to begin a nation- 
wide movement as a protest against 
the “arrest, imprisonment and. trial 
of Ettor, Giovannitti and Caruso.” 
These three industrial workers, who 
were active during the Lawrence 
strike, are charged with complicity to 
murder in connection with the shoot- 
ing of Annie Loppizo, during a riot in 
Lawrence last January. 

At today’s meeting banners were 
displayed calling for the release of the 
three leaders, and Haywood was cheer- 
ed when he cried: 

“We will open the jail doors or close 
the mill gates.’ 

Early Strike Predicted. 

In urging a general strike, Haywood 
declared it probably would be a fact 
by the end of the coming week, and 
that it surely would come before Sep- 
tember 30, the date set for the begin- 
ning of the leaders’ trials. He ad- 
vised the assembled workers to begin 
the strike tomorrow. “If you leave 
your benches tomorrow, you will make 
no mistake,” he said. 

“Anytime between now and Septem- 
ber 30 wtll do, but the sooner the bet- 
ter. If you go out tomorrow you will 
be the forerunners, the vanguard of a 
great movenient for freedom.” Hay- 
wood declared that such a strike, as 
a movement of general protest, would 
“save lives just as did that great 
movement of sympathy and support 
which resulted in the vindication of 
Moyer, Pettibone and myself.” 

Indicted Months Ago, 

The indictment of Haywood was 
returned by the Essex grand jury 
several months ago, and, though 
the state police made preparations to 
arrest him when it was announced that 
he would come into the state today, 
no interference with the mass meet- 
ing was attempted. 

Haywood held a reception on the 
common, delivered his speech, and then 
hurried away through the crowd to 
one of the common exits, where offi- 
cers of the state police met him and 
took him to the police station. He 
was ordered to appear before the su- 
perior criminal court of Essex coun- 
ty, at Lawrence, tomorrow morning. 
Bail was furnished by Attorney Fred 
H. Moore, of Los Angeles, who has 
been engaged to defend Ettor, Giovan- 
nitti and Caruso.

“crevasse” in the health levees builded by this city. 


He has made the point, and rightly, that it is even 
more important that the negro child’s health be safeguarded by the 
city than that similar policy be pursued toward the health of the 
white child. The latter, in the majority of cases, is sure of some 
measure of protection and supervision from its parents. The aver- 
age negro parent, ignorant of sanitation and hygiene, is likely to 
ignore the subject altogether. The whites pay the penalty.

In many instances, they are literal 
plague spots—breeding places for germs’ of diseases innumerable. 
When we consider that men, women and children from these homes 
enter our own homes as servants or in other capacities, the real 
dimensions of the menace are seen. 

So long as we fail to clear out these pest holes and neglect 
to safeguard the health of the negro children of the city, we are 
leaving open one of the greatest gaps in our line of defense against 
death and disease; we are largely nullifying our other sanitary pre- 
cautions. In self-defense, if not from a philanthropic motive, we are 
indeed “our brother’s keeper,” in the vital phase of community 


health. 
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LIFTING A BEEF INDUSTRY EMBARGO. 


In taking active steps to eradicate the cattle tick the state of 
Georgia is lifting an important embargo against the revival of the 
beef industry in this section. The latest session of the legislature 
appropriated $10,000 to be expended specifically in combatting the 
tick. Up to this time, the work has been almost wholly in charge 
of the state college of agriculture and the federal department of 
agriculture. The help now tendered from the state treasury ought 
to insure radical progress in the crusade.

All-Star Southern Team 


Can Hit Ball and Possesses 
A Good Staff of ‘IT wirlers 


By Dick Jemison. 

In. picking the above all-star team 
of the Southern league for the season 
of 1912, I have been guided principal- 
ly by two factors, good hitting and 
the records of the men. 

No one ever picked an all-star team 
that coincided with the views of any 
one else tn the matter and no one ever 
will. All-star picKs are just a One 
man’s opinion at best, but I belleve 
that the above team is just as strong 
an aggregation as one could pick from 
the league. 

I have placed one man out of pos!- 
tion to add batting strength to the 
club and to get a better flelder at the 
Original position, and I have chosen 
three left-handers and two right- 
handers for pitchers, because the left- 
handers have the better record. 

The Outfield. 

In left field I have placed Jimmy 
Johnston, the leading base stealer of 
the league, a splendid fielder, fast as a 
streak and a good hitter, being now 
close to the .300 mark. Incidentally 
he igs next to Harry Bailey, of Atlanta, 
in runs scored. 

In center fleld, Welchonce, of Nash- 
ville, as good a center fielder as there 
is in the league, a sure judge of a fly 
ball, fast, with a fair arm, and the 
league's leading hitter. 

Bill MeGilvray, the Birmingham first 
baseman, is placed in right field be- 
cause of his hitting ability. and be- 
cause he is not originally a first base- 
man, but an outfielder, and on this 
team he would be of immense value in 
the field for hig hitting ability alone, 
while a better man is placed on the 
initial sack for the infield to shoot at. 


The Infield. 


On third base, Almeida, the Cuban, 
is given the call. He is not as good a 
fielder as half of the third sackers in 
the league, but he is fast, possessed 
of a splendid arm, is not afraid of 
anything that is hit his way, can tag 
the runners going into third, and 
what’s more, he can sting that old pel- 
let to a fare ye well. 

At short, Carl Crandall is easily the 
best all-round shortstop in the league, 
taking him in every department. He 
is not hitting.as well as he can, get- 
ting off to a mighty bad start this 
year, but at that he is hitting much 


better than the other shortstops in 
the league. 

At second base, Wares ig not only 
the man with the best flelding average 
for the season as a Keystone guardian. 
but he is also the best hitter playing 
the position. Therefore he gets the 
call, incidentally being the second best 
base runner ih the league in the point 
of steals made. 

At first base, now that we have re- 
moved McGilvray to the outfield, there 
is no question as to who is entitled 
to the call. Joe Agier isa by far the 
best fielding first baseman that ever 
stepped on an initial cushion in the 
Southern league. He plays the game 
with his head as well as with his arms 
and feet, and can kill more bunts than 
any first baseman in the game And 
Joe is not such a weak hitter, either. 
He ig hitting well over .270, which la 
mighty good as an infielder. 

The Catchers. 

Angemeier and McAllister are, tak- 
ing their all-around ability, hitting, 
fielding, speed and throwing into con- 
sideration, the best catchers In the 
league, and they are given the call 
because of such all-around ability. 

Angemeier !s given the first catcher 
Place by reason of his experience and 
because there is no contention about 
his being the best all-around catcher 
in the league. 

The Pitchers. 

In picking the five pitchers named, 
their paper records were considered 
first and their value to their teams 
next. 

Demaree and Cavet, of the Gulls, 
kept the Gulls right up in the race all 
season. The other three pitchers de- 
serve the places on the team because 
they have not only pitched good ball, 
but because they were with losing 
teams and their averages are way and 
above the averages of their teams. 

Al O'Dell, of Mobile, ig chosen for 
the utility man, and a better man 
could not be chosen from the league 
at large. He is perfectly at home at 
any infield or outfield position, ig a 
good hitter and a fast man on the 
sacks. 

We would afrange the batting order 
of the team in the following manner: 

Agler, first base; Wares, Second 
base; Almeida, third base; Welchonce, 
center field; McGilvray, right  fle)d; 
Johnston, left field; Crandall, shorstop, 
then the catcher and pitcher.

New York, September 15.—(Spectial. ) 
what point does additional weight 
cease to be an asset for a fighting 
man?

the probable price. Many of those who 
deal itn cotton as a business, a means 
of making money out of the ups and 
downs in the cotton market, are but 
what may be fairly called high-class 
gambling. It is fortunate for the sta- 
bility of the market and the interests 
of the growers of cotton and the manu- 
facturers of cotton goods that there afe 
always twosides tothe question—what 
wil] the price of cotton be next week 
or next month or six months hence? 
There are bulls who toss up and bears 
that seek to pull down, and between 
them—in the long run-—we get a pret- 
ty fair concensus of opinion as to what 
is to be the price of cotton at the end 
of any given period. .They balance 
each other and the mean of opinions 
and estimates is likely to be quite near 
the truths. Perhaps it is well that we 
have the classes designated by these 
brute names. Honest, capable, rellabie 
men insist that speculative buying and 
selling of cotton is a necessity that 
naturally arises out of the situation—a 
sort of balance wheel that holds the 
market ‘steady.’ I don’t know about 
that and do not feel as confidently able 
to discuss the proposition on its 
merits, or in an academic way, or from 
a moral standpoint 

Speakingof “bullsand bears,” per- 
haps it has not occurred to some read- 
ers of this that these gentlemen of 
the horns are constantly changing 
places with those of the paws and 
claws. A man is a bear when he has 
no cotton, or not as much as he can 
carry. He wants to pull the price 
down and keep it down until he loads 
up at low figures. He then hides his 
claws and puts on his horns, aor he is 
carrying a heavy load and wants to 
unload and indulge in profit-taking; 
he becomes a bull. So the change from 
bull to bear and from bear to bull 
goes on throughout the year. In this 
way the market is largely regulated. 
At no time is the price of cotton 
quite as high as one side would like, | 
nor at any other time is it quite as, 
low.as the bears would. have it, if 
they had their way. 

It may be that Ihave ventured too 
far in this discussion for just a plain, 
every-day, honest man, who was mak- 
ing cotton sixty years ago, who never 
bought a bale or cotton in his life, nor 
sold one,.on his own account, other | 
than of his own. growing. I trust! 
that those who have grown old and' 
wise in buying and selling and -.and- 
ling cotton, and yet, maybe, never saw 
a cotton field, will “not view me with 
a critics’s eye, but pass my imper-| 
fections by.” 

Farmers eften 
advice in regard to selling cotton— 
“Must I. sell or hold for ae better} 
price?’ I rarely ever give advice even | 
when asked for, on this line. I be-! 
lieve | know something about growing | 
cotton, but comparatively little about | 
selling, except 'a fair degree of judge- 
ment in merely disposing of a lot of 
cotton on a given day and getting the 
best obtainable price current on that 
day. And I am perhaps not far 
wrong in suspecting that most farm- 
ers are of about the same sort. 

I do believe, however, that by co-|} 
operative action it would be possible 
for the farmers to sell their crops /' 
more leisurely and doliberately, es- 
pecially at the opening of the season. |

TO PREVENT SMUT AND BLAST IN 
SMALL GRAIN. | 

J. G. W. Sewell, Lavonia, Ga.—I want | 
g0 to sowing oats soon, and I have 
had some trouble with blasted heads 
or smut. I have noticed about some 
kind of preparation to use that would 
prevent it from having that, but I have 
forgot what it was. I think it was 
formaldehyde or something like that. 
Please write,me what it is, where I 
can get it, how to use it and the cost. 
Would bluestone answer the same pur- 
pose? 

Answer—The standard and absolute- 
ly reliable preventive of blast and smut 
in oats, wheat, rye, etc., is formalin, 
a 40 per cent solution of formaldehyde 
gas. For 40 bushels of oats, or other 
small grain, provide one pint of for- 
malin, which you get at the drug store, 
for not over 40 cents. To this one 
pint of formalin add 40 gallons of wa- 
ter. Spread a layer of the grain two 
Or three inches deep on a clean floor 
or hard, smooth ground; sprinkle the 
diluted formalin over the grain at the 
rate of one gallon to each bushel of 
grain. Add another layer of grain and 
another sprinkling of the formalin. Stir 
up the mass so that every grain shall 
be thoroughly wet. Let lie in compact 
heap covered over with a cloth or 
Brain sacks for several hours or over- 
night. 

If seed are to be sown with a ma- 
chine it may be necessary to dry them 
before sowing. That's “all there is 
to it. If done as directed, you will 
have to hunt closely to find a smutted 
Or blasted head in the next crop. 

Bluestone is not to be thought of. 
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TUBERCULOSIS OF COW. 

Vv. T. Dees, Collins, Miss.—My milch 
cow coughs continually, night and 
morning, when milking. She is fed 
night and morning on cotton seed hulls 
and meal, made perfectly wet. She is 
in fairly good condition. Calf does not 
Prosper weil. Do you think she has 
tuberculosis? How may I make the 
test? Do you think it advisable to use 
milk and butter? 

Answer—The beginning of an attack 
of tuberculosis in a cow usually passes 
unnoticed, as it is very slow and in- 
sidious, and but rarely accompanied by 
fever. When the lungs are the point of 
attack, or are involved, a dull, short 
cough may be noticed, which later be- 
comes more prolonged, convulsive and 
very troublesome to the animal. The 
cough is more frequent in the morning 
after movement and drinking. The 
general effect on the body is at first 
but slight, and the animal may con- 
tinue in good flesh for a considerable 
time; but sooner or later loss of flesh 
and appetite and paleness of the mu- 
cous membranes become apparent, ac- 
companied by a gradual diminution in 
the milk. flow. 

I advise you to apply to Dr. James 
veterinarian of Mississippi ex- 
epriment station, Agricultural college, 
Mississippi. for enough tuberculin to 
make a test for tuberculosis, with di- 
rections for use. I would not use the 


_milk without first bringing it to a boil.

TUBERCULOSIS OF CoW?f 

Mrs, J. H. McGowen, Watha, N. 0.—I 
have a cow that is about nine years 
old, half Jersey and a very good milker. 
I raised her and think lots of her, but 
she has a little hacking cough; she 
eats well and seems healthy every way 
except the cough. We feed her cotton 
seed meal, corn, fodder and hay and she 
has use of a good range. Please give 
me a remedy for her and accept many 
thanks for your kind advice. 

AnSwer—It should be understood that 
a cough its not itself a disease, but 
merely a symptom o¢ any one Or an- 
other of several diseases. Among these 
diseases probably the most serious is 
tuberculosis (consumption), and in the 
absence of any Known cause for the 
cough I would consider the probability 
that your cow has tuberculosis of the 
lungs (pulmonary consumption). There 
is only one method by the use of which 
tuberculosis may be diagnosed in the 
early stages, viz., the tuberculin test. 
(See reply to V. T. Dees in this issue 
under head of “Tuberculosis of Cow.’’) 
Apply to Dr. W. G. Chrisman, state 
veterinarian, Raleigh, N. C., or to Dr. 
G. A. Roberts, veterinary surgeon of 
experiment station, West Raleigh, N. C., 
for some tuberculin and directions for 
Any physician may inject the 
hypodermic syringe. 

LAME MARE, 

Mrs. E. Ealley, Halley, Ark.—Begin- 
ning six weeks ago my 12-year-old 
mare commenced dragging her left 
hind and fore feet, growing worse 
ali the time.

bits of soft bread. Place these near 
the haunts of the bugs. (2) Have your 
druggist to mix very thoroughly by 
in a mortar equal parts of 
borax and chocolate and dust it into 
the crevices where the roaches hide. 
The mixture should be very intimate 
so that every particle of chocolate— 
of which the insects are very fond— 
will carry a particle of borax, which 
is very poisonous to them. It has the 
advantage over the phosphorus paste 
of being entirely harmless to “folks.” 
You should remove. or cover. closely, 
all other food so that the roaches will 
the more readily eat the poisoned food. 


BLOODY MILK, 

William Barnes, Senoja, Ga.—One 
teat of one of my cows gives bloody 
milk. She is all right otherwise. 
Please give remedy. 

Answer—tThere are several causes of 
bloody milk:. (1) A congested condi- 
tion of the glands of the udder in one 
or more of its quarters; (2) a spongy 
state of the glands from which a little 
blood will ooze when pressed; (3) 
small sores in the tubes of the teat, or 
teats. If from the first or second 
cause bathe the udder, particularly the 
affected quarter, for ten or fifteen min- 
utes with cold water after each milk- 
ing, and rub on a little camphorated 
linimenht. Continue this for a few 
weeks or until the teat is all right. 
Also give her a teaspoonful of cop- 
peras in a bran mash in the mornings 
and one dram of iodide of potassium in 
the evenings in the drinking water for 
several weeks. (Next time you have 
occasion to write address me at Griffin, 
Ga., as per standing request at head 
of F. and F. department.)

MARE, 

J. G. Gay, Muscadine, Ala.—I bought 
my mare unbroke in the spring. In 
April she commenced to suffer from 
heat and could not stand to do ordi- 
nary plowing. She had a voracious ap- 
petite, and was taken with a severe 
bowel trouble. This I checked and 
turned her to pasture, where I found 
her eating dirt. Then she developed 
a sKin disease. The hair looked dead 
and the skin cracked open and became 
rough and discharged matter. It has 
gone nearly all-over her body, and her 
legs, ankles, forehead and back are 
sore. Her appetite is still good and 
She is even gainin flesh. When the 
scabs are remove the hair comes 
back. 

Answer—Your mare has what is 
called eczema and with it indigestion. 
Give her a dose of 1 ounce aloes, 1 
ounce of powdered ginger and 1 ounce 
of common soda, dissolved in % pint 
of boiling water, adding % pint cold 
water ag a drench. When the physic 
has operated mix 4 ounces each of 
powdered copperas and powdered salt 
peter and dibide into 24 small doses 
and give one powder in a small bran 
mash twice daily. Wash the skin with 
a solution’ of one ounce of carbonate 
of potash in one quart of water. Rub 
this well in, 
water, keeping her warm until dry. 
much itching wash the itchy parts 
with a solution of % ounce of sugar of 
lead in one quart of water. If the case 
continues obstinate (chronic) give 
daily one ounce of Fowler’s Solution of 
arsenic in a bran mash and continue 
it for a month. If the skin should 
become thick and scaly, which is 
sometimes the case, rub On such places 
with the fingers a little of an ointment 
of binoxide 2 drams, vaseline 4 ounces,

GARGET OF COW. 

Mrs. C. E. Moon, Cordele, Ga.—TI have 
a good milk cow which I am very 
anxious about. Three weeks ago he 
teats were covered with small sores. i 
cured these up and she seemed all 
right; was giving tWo gallons of milk 
a day until last Monday her udder 
began to swell in left front teat and 
now the back teat is swelled also. 
Can't get more than a cup of milk and 
it is yellow and stringy with hard 
lumps in it. She is getting stiff in 
hips and legs. 

Answer—It is probable that the sores 
on the teats of which you write were 
due to an attack cowpox and that 
i the quarter of the teat now affected as 
you described was not thoroughly 
milked on account of its tenderness or 
soreness, and this has resulted in gar- 
get. Give her at once a drench of 1% 
pounds of Epsom salts and 1 ounce of 
pulverized ginger in half gallon of cold 
water. After the salts have operated 
freely give her half ounce saltpeter in 
the drinking water twice daily and 
continue for three or four days. From 
the first bathe the udder with hot 
water one hour at a time three times 
a day and after each bathing rub in 
well a little of a lotion consisting of 
half ounce each of sugar of lead and 
sulphate of zinc in one quart of water.

sidio, Texas, was taken by federal 
troops after brisk fighting at daybreak, 
according to advices received at Fort 
Bliss by General E. Z. Steever, com- 
manding the department of Texas. 

General Steever also received a 
port from army officers at Presidio, 
Texas, opposite Ojinaga, Mexico, 
Colonel Pascual Orozeo, Sr., father of 
the rebel leader, was captured yester- 
day and held by United ‘States 
troops at Presidio. Colonel P. 
Orozco was also captured. 

Whether General Pascual Orozco, 
the rebel commander-in-chief, 
fighting at Ojinaga or escaped 
the international line into 
States territory is not known. 

Federal forces numbering 350, 
command of Colonel Manuel 
entered Ojinaga proper, driving 
rebels before them. 

The rebels took refuge in San Fran- 
cisco, a suburb to the south and away 
from the American side of the line, and 
at last reports fighting continued. Re- 
ports of the number of the rebels de- 
fending Ojinaga vary toa large degree, 
Colonel P. G. Orozco, reported cap- 
tured, is no relative of the rebel leader. 
AMERICAN GOLD MINING CAMP 

IS CAPTURED BY THE REBELS 

Douglas, Ariz., September 15.—Inez 
Salazar and his band captured 
El the American gold mining 
camp, twice attacked by him, yester- 
day. In the fighting seven federals 
were killed and a dozen wounded. One 
American, Gilbert MeocNeill, was slightly 
wounded.

Mexico Citv, September 15.—Mexican 
federal troops won a costly victory 
vesterday in the vicinity of Oaxaca, 
when they succeeded in routing an at- 
tacking force of four thousand Indians, 
led by Zapatistas, after three day? 
fiznting After falling back from the 
state capital before the federals’ heavy 
artillery fire, the rebels captured San 
Felipe and Etla, but were subsequently 
driven from these towns, not, how- 
ever, before they had sacked both 
places, 

The worst depredations of the rebels 
occurred in Etla, where the railway 
oe and municipal palace were 

ynagnited and a number of stores 
rode “and sacked. Several merchants 
in MHtla who attempted to protect their 
property were hanged by the rebels.

In their retreat the rebels burned 
several bridges on the Mexican South- 
ern railway between Oaxaca and 
Puebla... Reports from Puebla tell of 
the growth of the Zapatista. move- 
in that state. Five haciendas 
sacked during the past week 
tuebla and far off to the north- 
east, near the Vera Cruz state line, 
rebels are menacing Teziutlan, Puebla, 
where are located copper mining camns 
of considerable importance.
